THREE BEARS, 


A Hunt That Brought Some 
Big Game. 


“Old Baldy” the Seene of a Thrilling 
Adventure, 


Vineent and De Lancey the Heroes of 
a Grizzly Story. 


The Skins, Heads and Paws Brought Back as Tro- | 
phies of the Chase—Also Some 
OU and a Heap of Ex- 
perience. 


Since 1866, the palmy days of old Doe 
Winston’s mine, La Zapata, now being ex- 
tensively worked by an English company, 
Tom Vincent has boen known to the oidest 
inhabitant and his coadjutors as a Bear- 
hunter jspell it with a big B| from ane on 
the headwaters of Bear Fork. 

In the cafions, guiches, precipices and 
piney flats of the headwaters of the San 
Gabriel River bears abound. They are 
seldom disturbed, grow fat and lusty, and 
are generally disposed to resent any inter- 
ference with their peace and quiet. In the 
last quarter of the last moon Vincent and 
De Lancey, another of a like ilk, while hunt- 
ing bighorns on the northern siope of Old 
Baldy Mountain, struck a fresh bear trail. 

‘Lhe day was young yet and they followed 
itup. Within 200 yards another trail joined 
it, They talked and consulted and followed 
on, not quite so fast as before, but they fol- 
lowed all the same, A hundred yards more 
yet another bear track joined the trail. 
Another hait, more consultation, some 
hesitation, and when they took the trail 
agafh there was blood in their eye and on 
~ moon; two men, two guns, three bears; 

a steep and rugged mountain-side ; some 
straggiing pines; much broken rock; a nar- 
row gulch and on the further side a thicket 
of thorn and manzanita serub. ‘I'he trail 
led into the thickest thorn. 

The men, with eager eyes and ready guns, 
and maybe beating hearts, reached the edge 
of the thorn and were about to enter, when 
there was a warning growl, a quick move- 
ment in the brush, and like an animated 
thousand-weight of india-rubber ball sea- 
soned with hell fire, a large she-bear bounded 
into the opening on the trail, and about 30 
feet from our hunters. De Lancey fired 
and sent a 45-caliber bal! through her body 
back of the short ribs. Bears usually fall 
and bawl when shot, but this one didn’t. 
With a howl of rage and pain she bit 
furiously at the wound, and started straight 
for De Lancey. Vincent, who shot a little 
to the left, senta 50-ealiber ball quartering 
through her head and neck, and she went 
down for g A fallen pine about 10 feet 
in diameter lay about five steps from her, 
and the hunters rushed for that as vantage 
ground to enable them to see and shoot the 
other bears. ‘The vaiue of the position had 
apparentiy struck the other side, for as they 
reached the log the next largest bear of the 
trio climbed it and stood erect, with ears 
turned back, with open mouth and gleaming 
e es,looking the direction from which the 

shots came, close were the hunters 
that the fire frum their guns singed the fur as 
the bear rolled bedind the log, dead, with 
a ball through the breast and another in 
the head. Helping each other, both men 
climbed ana scrambled to the coveted posi- 
tion ob the log. Asthey did so the third 
bear ran through the brush to the first bear 
shot. So thick was the scrub that, although 
he was not.over thirty or forty feet distant, 
he was out of aight In trying to a a shot 
De Lancey fell from the log. “The bear 
hearing but not seeing, rush for the open 
ground, Vincent rie A one shot as it ran. 
As the bear reached the open, it wheeled 
and reared up, saw Vincent, and charged 
the log in eslinan style. By this time De 
Lancey had gotten into position, and both 
rifles cracked in close succession, Vin- 
eent firing as the bear reached the 
foot of the log, shooting it 
through the jugular yo and knoek- 
ing it down. By ~“thne both 
men were very much oe and, jumping 
to the ground, reached ed the bear as it was 
plunging wiidiy and tearing at the brush. 
Viucent dropped iis gun, drew his knife 
and struck at the bear’s side, justas De 
Lancey, jamming his gun against its head, 
fired, breaking the lower jaw to pieces. 


That ended the fight. 
All three bears were re grizzlies, all very fat, 
weighing from 400 to 7 unds apiece. 


The boys got back Sunday 
all three skins, with claws and heads at- 
tached, and as much of the oii as they had 
means of saving. The meat spoiled, as the 
weather was very warm for several days 


| after the killing.

A Few Polite Suggestions to Mr. Preuss, 


Now that the postoflice officials have 
got comfortably installed in their roomy 
quarters down in the country, there are 
some things that they can do for the 
public’ who ‘walk nearly a mile to see 
them. That table in the registry de- 
partment is freshly oiled and stains the 
fingers, the clothes and the letter paper 
of those who use it. It should be cov- 
ered with paper, or even a cloth, till it 
gets dry enough to use. 

The pens on it are stub pens, and few 
men and féwer ladies like that kind. 
There is only one little, dirty, stained 
piece of blotting-paper to accommodate 
a half dozen writers. Also, at times 
there is no elbow-room to write. 

This table is not overwell supplied, 
but those in the corridor are not sup- 
pited at all. No pens nor ink appear 
upon them and they might as well not 
be there. In the north wing there are 
not even tables, though that is where 
the letters are mailed. 

Now, it often happens that a man or 
a woman wauts to write a letter in the 
postofiice, or to address an envelope 
which has been bought there. He 
may sometimes choose to wait till he 
gets his mail before adding a few lines. 
In such a case he has to walk around 
the building into the registry room, get 
in the way of those who are busy there 
making out money orders, etc., and 
snatch a villainous stub pen. Then he

‘have never yet seen a postéffice in the 


United States which offered even de- 
cent facilities to the public for writing 
or addressing letters. They. generally 


have a little desk with some dried-up 


ink full of ‘‘blobs”’ and sothe rusty old 
pens of the yearl. Besides this the 


‘snappishness and discourtesy of post- 


office clerks is almost proverbial. 


Then an accurate placard should be |. 


posted in. both corridors and in front, 
showing the arrival and departure of 
the mails. Whenever a change is made 
it should be promptly recorded on the 
placards. Of course one placard is 
easier to make than three, but three 
are more convenient. Over each mail- 
ing box should also be posted the time 
of arrival as well as departure of that 
branch of the mails. , 


If, in the registry room, the peculiar 


system of stamps and indorsing neces- 
sary to get a letter registered were 
legibly written out and pasted up, it 
would save many questions and some 
impatient replies. And,in general, if 
rules, regulations, times of closing, 
etc., were hung conspicuously up it 
would make it easier for the public. 

In addition, the clerks should be in- 
structed that any one, white or black, 
old, deaf or blind though he may be, or 
even we will say a trifle stupid, is en- 
titled, not as a favor, but as a right, to 
ny searches or explanations necessary 
to transacting his business with the 
Office, and to courteous treatment 
withall. They should bear in mind 
thaPeven when busy their time is paid 
for by the people, and that civility is 
ever due from a seryant to his em- 
ployer. 

. When these improvements so mod- 
estly suggested aré made, others may 
occur to mind. But even. these will 
please the unfortunates who make the 
weary pilgrimage to the suburban edi- 
fice were the fatuity of the few and 
the fatal indifference of the many has 
located the postoffice for the next five 
years. Andif Postmaster Preuss will 
carry out these ideas, the eastern tour- 
ists next winter will open their eyes 
indeed, for they will see what they 
have never beheld elsewhere on the 
face of the earth—a postoffice run with 
some consideration for the comfort of 
those using it. 

And, by the way, before we close, 
wouldn’t it be a good idea for Mr. 
Preuss to buy a couple of cows and 
some chickens so as to relieve the mo- 
notony of his employés’ existence out 
there. Some of them are probably not 
accustomed to country life. ~
